Report of the Board of Education. 


The enumeration of the Truant Officer in April gives, the number 
of children in town, between the ages of five and fifteen, as 66: 
Girls, 35 ; boys, 31. The whole number of pupils registered is 59 : 
Girls, 25 ; boys, 34; of which 3 are less than five and 3 are more 
than fifteen years of age. 

Four of our teachers, Miss Chase, Miss Prescott, Miss York and 
Miss Ring have been with us several terms before this year. They 
have taken the same interest in teaching their pupils that they have 
manifested in past years, with good success. Miss Ring accepted 
a larger school, and the vacancy at the Falls was filled by Miss 
Bessie B. Sanborn. ‘This was her first effort at teaching. As we 
visited her school from time to time we could see that the children 
were under good discipline and were progressing well with their 
studies. Miss Sanborn seems well adapted to school work; we 
think, with experience, she will attain a high rank as teacher. The 
children cannot have the ambition to work, which they would have 
if the schools were much larger. There has been a decrease of 
thirty-four in the past three years, making now only fifty-nine 
pupils in the four schools—and some of the small ones do not 
attend during the winter. We think it would be a benefit.to the 
children to unite the smallest schools the winter term. At the 
written examinations, at the close of the schools, several of the 
scholars were credited roo per cent. in Arithmetic and Spelling. 
There have been two hundred and twenty-nine visitors in the several 
schools during the past year. We hope they have been well 
pleased, and will continue to encourage the teachers and children 
by spending a short time with them in. the school rooms.
